Tho seed eye makes a more vigorous start 
for having a liberal chunk of starchy 
nutrition "in tho form of potato attached 
to it. Thero may bo exceptions to this 
rale, as thero are to nearly all of a. gen- 
eral character. Wo have usually planted 
four to six bushels of out potatoes per 
acre 
Thoso who plant potatoes uncut 


require from six to eight or nine bush- 
els, according to tho size of tho potato 
seed used.

This preliminary increased expense ot 


a good crop pays tenfold the extra cost 
that is involved. At each further step of 
tho work of growing the crop increased 
outlay is followed by like gratifying re- 
sult. This is especially true of tbe farm- 
er who not only has money to -spend, 
but has tbo enterprise, industry and ex- 
ecutive ability required to do tho .work 
promptly. 
For a crop that involves so largo cost 


I of seed aud extra cost of labor only tha 
! best soil should bo chosen. Tho experi- 


enced potato grower no longer heavily 
manures poor land for growing a potato 
crop. Ho wants a soil made rich by pre- 
vious manuring and by plowing under 
clover or somo other of the leguminous 
renovating crops. If a largo quantity of 
coarse manure is nsod to fertilize poor 
land for potatoes, it will inevitably 
cause blight of tho foliago and rot in 
tho tubers. 


Tho largo potato growers now under- 


stand tho necessity for heavy additions 
of potash fertilizers for increasing tho 
potato crop. It is because stable manure 
is generally deficient i" potash that it 
does harm by making a succulent, un- 
boalihy growth. Tbo development ot 
starch in tho tubers is through the 
leaves. These r.ro kept; vigorous by plenty 
of potash, and when the leaves do their 
work well tlui quality of tho tuber is 
improved. 
Plenty and aot too much moisture is 


essential for good potato crops. A drain- 
ed soil, a clover ley plowed under early 
in spring and continuous cultivation 
until the potato crops cover tho ground 
will give this condition. If tho soil is 
drained and tho potnto foliago is large, 
the crop will not bo rotted oven in a 
wot season unless fresh manure has been 
applied to it. If the potato grower wants 
to draw out coarse manure in winter to 
bo plowed under, let it bo on land in- 
tended for corn. This is a crop that wo 
have novc.r have soon injured by ma- 
nure.

I-COIUDC Valno of Corn Stover. 


There is increasing evidence of the 


value of com stover as food for cattle, 
sheep and horses, and Professor G. E. 
Morrow oC tho Illinois station behoves 
that it may wisely bo substituted for a 
lor-o part of tho hay fnd to farm ani- 
mals There are practical difficulties m 
saving and handling tbo fodder and 
husking the ears to leave tho stover. 
While .nsilago is la;:gely fed to dairy 
cows, it is little used for fattening cat- 
tle Experiments at many stations show 
that, tho largest fond value per acre is 
produced in ordinary seasons by pant- 
ing corn more thickly than is tho com- 
mon practice. This reduces the size OJ 
the car, thus removing one objection to 
feeding ear corn. In many'cases it is 
best to food the snapped corn or tho 
-n-n fodder without buskins;, fcbred-

advising the use of potatoes when they 
are very cheap mid plentiful. 
They 


should bo cooked for swine, and for fat- 
tening cattlo they can bo fed either raw 
or cooked when given with hay, meal 
nnd other substances. Cows in milk 
should bo fed daily 20 pounds of washed 
raw potatoes. Tho larger potatoes should 
be cut. As a feed thoy are not good for 
young lambs nor for cattle under 3 
years of ago.

SEED DISTRIBUTION. 


Tlio Propc-Mfd Chanso In tlio Method by 


tho DojittTtuiont of Agriculture. 


It has boon proposed that ell seeds, 


bulbs, shrubs, vines, cuttings and plants 
purchased and propagated by tho secre- 
tary of agriculture, as required by law, 
shall bo distributed to tho agricultural 
oi-pei'imoiit stations in the several states 
nnd territories, to bo by them redistrib- 
uted to such persons as shall engage to 
make full tests of the samo under the 
direction of the stations aud to furnish 
tb3 stations with written reports of 
these tests on blanks to be provided by 
tho secretary of agriculture, and ho 
=hnll allot to such agricultural experi- 
ment Etatioua as make application to 
him such amounts from any funds ap- 
propriated under tho provisions of this 
act as may eeom to him advisable to 
enable tho stations to purchase seeds, 
bulbs, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings and 
plants for distribution, in tho manner 
aforesaid and to pay tlio expenses of 
such distribution, with duo regard to 
the varying conditions and needs of tno 
respective states and territories.

1 dlsonsc. Tho department is condemned by 


tho railroad liitorosts for putting the crop 
estimates too low and by tho farmers for 
putting tliom too higb,--by tho-rlv«l bureau 
of Dodgo, Scow & Co. for various depar- 
tures from tholr methods, by sllvorltos and 
Populists because It Is officially for mono- 
metallism and by a few million other 
folks bccauso Secretary Morton Is, OB they 
put It, "so stuck on himself." It has, 
however, one defender who Is a host in 
hlrosulf—namely, tho orop statistician and 
firmer optimist, C. Wood Davis—and as 
ho is now accepted in England as Ameri- 
ca's best ospott.'tho department reports go 
In that foiihn. Tho pooplo hnvo not paid 
much attention to this little war because 
tho Usances liavo absorbed oil popular in- 
terest, .but it is really quite Important, 
and it is now-possible to give nn Intelli- 
gent opinion on tho merits of tho depart- 
ment and tho correctness of Its reports. 


Mexico-Not Much of a Rival. 


., After worrying Chairman Hatch of the 


' house committee on agriculture until, as 
• I fear, ho dreaded tho sight of TOO, I sought 
certainty ..ot several other places. The 
Mexican minister gave mo a very enter- 
taining trilk on tho prospects of his coun- 
try and has since kindly supplemented it 
with a written article on the effects of 
ireo sliver coinage there, but ho soon con- 
vinced mo" thnt .Mexico is our rival In 
nothing unless it inny bo suKarnnd cattle. 
Tho Argentine minister almost convinced 
mo that wo might ns well go out of tho 
wheat business, ns his country could sup- 
ply all tho needs of Europe, nud tho do-

partmenc'slntost.ndvlcos from Australia 
Indicate that whoutgvowors there hnvo 
nboulj given OT the Idea of competing with 
Argentine. "I soon foiuic., however, that 
tho world's demands nro very certain to 
fnr outgrow" Argentine's capacity, and 
hftor digesting nil the tables down to tho 
first of thla year I wont npraii; to the agri- 
cultural department. They gave mo a 
room to myself, with all tho reports for 
ten years and an analysis of tholr system, 
the InMst'iottors from our consuls abroad 
and tho services of an export clerk to ox- 
plain everything, and I went at tho mass 
determined to understand tho subject or 
porish 111 tho'attempt. 


I had no difficulty in locating tho main 


trouble. The souveo of It was 111 tho tru- 
ly phenomenal crops o£ 1801-3, 
The de- 


partment twlco1 raised its estimates and 
still had them by far too low. 
Starting 


with 1,000,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
round numbers for tho two crops, it raised 
them to 1,128,000,000 bushels, but tho 
trado movement showed the yield to bo 
larger still, and it is now suggested by 
some exports that tho crops of those two 
years rn.-.y have reached the truly amazing 
liggrognto of 1,300,000,000 bushels. Those 
two years will long rank in history as 
years'when tho er.rth literally "brought 
forth by hnndfuls," as In Joseph's tlmo 
In Egypt, nnd In a loss enlightened ago 
mlraclo would havo boon called in to ex- 
plain thorn nnd myths and legends hnvo 
multiplied. As tin Immonso amonnt hnd 
been carried over from 1889-00, It really 
seems aa if tho American fanner had tho 
task of disposing in two years of nearly 
1,350,000,000 bnshols of wheat. 
Cautious 


experts would moke tho amount only 100,- 
000,000 loss. As tho outside estimates for 
food were 520,000,000 bushels and for lioud 
310,000,000 bushels and tho exports nc- 
count for but 417,000,000 bushels, It Is 
evident that considerably over 300,000,000 
bushels were lott to embarrass tho market 
for tho two subsequent years. 


Difficulties of Entlinntlnc. 


It IB this'.surplus which our farmers 


hnvo boon kicking before them from year 
to year. It hns vitiated ull subsequent 
calculations, and thus tho trade movement 
every year shows more grain than tho de- 
partment estimates. Of course this can- 
not lost, and this year tho two are likely 
to como out oven. As tho department hod 
greatly underestimated tho two "surprise 
crops," it Is open to Us enemies to charge 
thnt it Is in tho habit of underestimating, 
and ns the crop reports are mndo up about 
tho tlmo that-Wall street wonts to boom 
railroad stocks, dividends depending on 
tho grain to bo transported, nnd Chicago 
speculators want to depress tho market, 
thuro is a-lino opening for a war of ex- 
ports. Another and « vory curious diffi- 
culty is that in some staples the local re- 
port* habitually overestimate and in others 


- grossly underestimate. Thus, in looking 


over tho tobacco reports, I found that for 
several yours .while tills work was only 
bureau business tho producers counted 
down so much faster tlmn tho statistician 
could count up that tho reports became ut- 
terly worthless, and a delegation ol tho 
trade called on him and remonstrated vig- 
orously. 
Ho road them n reply which Is 11 curious 


compound of apology nnd defiance, and 
in it-IB, this interesting statement: In a 
previous year tho assessors In Kentucky, 
officials sworn to return the exact amount 
for .taxation, put the nggrcgiito so low 
that ho raised It and OTcited thulr wrath, 
but.tho aotunl s:'.los showed it to be 07 per 
cout grorftor tlmn their assessment. IJr. 
J. K. .DodgB, then statistician, was b6 
savagely attacked by various papers and 
Interests that for three yearn there-were 
practically no full reports except on torn, 
\vhoat nnd oats. -Ho had boon In the office 
a quarter of o century, but wont out ivltu. 
tho Harrison' administration. Wo linvo 
tho word of'himself and his assistant, Mr. 
B. fv*. Snow, that they had done splendid 
for tho government, from which I suppose 
that they concl udod that they could do still 
better' for themselves, aud having tho gov- 
ernment system down pretty fine they got 
tipa'burcau of their own. Tho tobacco men 
hnv» abated-nouo of their hostility to Mr 
Dodge, and as ho hns recently criticised 
the tobacco reports of tho department a 
sarcastic Kcctue-kian wants to know if his 
hostility dates back to that interview in 
1887, when,-says this member,'-we over- 
hauled him so vigorously." 


Sources of Error. 


This Is given as' nn illustration of tho 


hostility between tho bulls nnd boars, and 
of oourso the same parties clmrgo that -Mr, 
Snow fell Into tho h;iuds of the Chicaso 
speculators .Interested In "depressing tho 
market, while ths other side charges tho 
department with ull sorts of perversions 
In tho interest of tho bulls.

crop than tho department estimates, the 
excess being 41,000,000 bushels In 1SUO,

64,000,000 in 1SDG; but, as aforesaid, tho 
indications now arc that tho flood weight 
loft over from tho "surprise years" is pret- 
ty well worked off, and thnt thle year tho

ment. A slnglo itom will show tho drift 
of tb4 evidence.

of grain, nnd tho firm's secretary gives It 
as Ills opinion thnt tho crop of South Da- 
kota was only 8,000,000 bushels, Instead of 
15,000,000, as reported. 


One moro source of error should Tx> 


noted. At first reports wore obtained 
largely from thoso In tho railroad Interest, 
and the department had to bo constantly 
on guard against overestimates, but as the 
machinery got in better order tho .reports 
oamo in directly from farmers, and In 
1S90 it was discovered thnt farmers wore 
rapidly tending to underestimate. The 
department, long accustomed to guard 
against one oxaggoratlon, was suddenly 
called on to guard against tho exact oppo- 
site, nnd on topof this came tho "surprise 
crops" of 1801-3. Even so cautious and 
experienced o calculator a3 Wood Davis was 
badly doco.K-od by this combination. 
Ho 


had confidently promised that the grain 
glut would soon give way, and that this 
ycnr~nt tho furthest would bring rising 
prices. The Hungarian minister of agri- 
culture and H. Knins Jackson of Eng- 
land, probably tho best estimators in Eu- 
rope, raised his figures and put tho-world's 
yield of 1893 at something over 2,200,000,- 
000 bushels, -but tho trado movements 
showed that oven they underestimated it, 
nnd though our own crop was short the 
world that year probably produced nearly. 
8,400,000,000. And only 45 years ago— 
but tho business wan not then on a scien- 
tific basis—exports estimated tho world's 
crop of wheat at only 800,000,000. Ko 
wonder it is cheap I 


Livws Against Options. 


A singular and rather amusing feature 


of tho situation is that they are having 
exactly the same Jtind of a quarrel In Ger- 
many, with the fame complaints nnd nl-. 
most the same remedies proposed. Tho 
latest communication from Hon. Charles 
do Kay, our consul general at Berlin, 
tells of general conventions of tho agricul- 
turists and presents figures showing that, 
although they pay less wages than uro 
pnhl in England and but one-third of 
ours, they aro producing wheat at an 
aotunl loss. Almost every rentody suggest- 
ed by tho Populists nnd every bill advocat- 
ed by Chairman Hatch hns strenuous ad- 
vociUos there, nnd' the' landowners' con- 
vention In Saxony early in Jtinnnry recom- 
mended government silos and warehouses, 
with certificates to tho producer on which 
he could borrow, while other conventions 
declared for "strict laws against option 
sales and n radical reform in tho finances 
of tho empire." 
Mr. de Kay hints thnt the discontented 


Germans go much further In tho direction 
of socinlism thnn any farmer In this 
country has yet ventured to propose and 
gives somo long and unpronounceable' 
Gorman names of tho societies they aro 
trying to organize. AH tbo farmers know 
thnt tho government estimates tho wheat 
crop of last year at 400,000,000 bushels, 
and thnt tho rival bureau out wost puts It 
gome 50,000,000 bushels larger, but the 
important fact on which all authorities 
ugroo is thnt tho acreage Is not increasing, 
and tho crop avorngo for tho past two 
years is decreasing, and thnt n powerful 
economic law has conio to tbo farmer's aid. 


Whenever nn article ot genera! desire is 


greatly cheapened, tho consumption in- 
creases greatly, but when tho prlco again 
rises consumption does not corresponding- 
ly full off, for tho habit of use has been 
established. There nro at least 100,000,000 
more pooplo using wheat than thoro were 
12 yuors ago, and yet 5,000,000 colored 
pooplo and 1,000,000 whites In tho far 
south uso corn broad almost exclusively. 
And this brings mo to tho grootost mys- 
tery in tho business, and one which the 
department cannot explain. It is tho most 
notorious of well known facts that tho 
corn crop has declined rapidly for four 
years, and that last year it was at least 4C 
per cent smaller thnn tho orop of 1800, nnd 
yet all tho commercial results are tho 
same us if there hnd been a great increase. 
Tho deportment estimates tho crop of last 
year at 1,213,000,000 bushels, tho smallest 
since 18S1. In 1801 the crop was 2,000,- 
000,000, uhd in 1893 it had declined to 
1,619,000,000. Now it is certain that 
chcro wns no surplus left over; that tho 
stock on hand at the beginning of this 
year is extremely small; that exports havo 
decreased but a trlflo, and that consump 
tlon hus been fairly maintained, and yol 
tho price of corn is steadily going down 
It knocks my arithmetic. Here is whore 
tho silvcrltes gee in their work. All we 
can say by way of conclusion is that con 
sumption of grain is once more gaining 
on production, and thnt, financial trou 
blus aside, there nppears upon tho horizon 
a fiiint. glciuu of hopo for the farmer, tho 
advices from all nations pointing, thougl 
somewhat obscurely, to tho approach of n 
better day.

Thn choice of a cnreer had perplexed 
him pcrhnps more than it docs tho averogo 
young man, for tbo average young man 
does not have n nunibor ot montnl predi- 
lections each applying at tho door of his 
ambitious energy. 
This young man, Mr. 


Balph B. Goddard by namo, had tasted 
onough of experience on tho stngo not to 
"bo wholly in iovo with thu actor's art to 
yursoo ns a Hfo work. From early boy- 
Iiood ho had been clever with his pencil, 
as many of his preserved skotchos attest, 
and doubtless it was this strong artistic 
faculty in his nature which finally domi- 
nated his activity. 


En quite ;i modest w;iy Mr. Goddard be- 


gan to experiment in that branch of sculp- 
ture commonly known as bas-reliefs, 
wbich, bo It Kiid. has heretofore been al- 
most cnMrely neglected In this country by 
ari.ists of nil classes.

Two brothers of English birtli loft 
tholr homos across tho water nud came to 
America In colonial dnjs. 
From those 


tho Trumbull- family sprung. 
One of tho 


brothers, Jonathan Trurabull, who was o 
groat grandfather of the deceased, wan 
governor of Connecticut for sixteen years, 
So influential and prominent a mau was ho 
In tho community that at tbo time of tho 
revolution 540.000 was offered for bis 
head by Lord Howe, lie diet! in 1785. 
Hi3 son, Jonathan Trumbull, was tho 
grandfather of the deconsod aud a num. of 


' great prominence in his day. 


Tbe'fathor of deceased was John Trum- 


bull, ivho'was-born in ITTSnud ho died iu 
18W. 


Tho deceased was roared to innnlicod 


. under the.parental roof ami after attend- 


ing tbo-pubiic schools further pursued his 
studies in Munson academy and in select 
schools In hla own town, after which lie 
Tvont'to Cambridge, X. Y., whore ho was 
fitted for college. 
Ho Icurned tho trade 


oi tanner. Later ho engaged lu tho man 
ufacturo'of silk goods, boiug tho first man 


• to begin' that industry in the United 


States. Ho imported raw silk from China 
n'nd' wave the first eilk handkerchiefs 
nindy in" this country. He first came west 
in 1839, arid was' tho pioneer salesman of 
silks In" Chicago aud Milwaukee. 
He 


came to "Wisconsin to visit bis brother 
who was in 'the employ of tho government 
and'survoying tho road from Racine to 
Janosvillp. Ho brought with him $0,000 
Worth of goods'which he disposed of iu 
tho.cttius above named'. 


In 1858 ho nettled'upon tho f»rrn whore 


);o died. Hero ho bought wool shipping 
tho first to market from Wisconsin.'

' Wan tho first to put silk on tho spools and 


was otherwise prominent in the manufac- 
ture of silk in tnlscountry In' its Infancy.) 


In early life Mr. Trumbull aftiliatod 


with tbo Whig party. Ho voted for Wil- 
liam Bonry Harrison iu 1S40, and con- 
tinued his support of that party until 
1866, when ho joined tho ranks of tho Re 
•publican part}-. For olovou years ho was 
'n justice of tbo peace In Caledonia. 
Ho 


•was an honoro'd mumbor of the Old Set- 
tler's sooioty. 
His life was well and 


worthily spent and tho community IORW n 
good man In his death. 


In 1865 ho married Mrs, Emily Bush- 


noil, who with one son, John Trumbull, 
and tbreo daughters, Mrs, Ponvly Burk- 
hardt of Minneapolis, and Misses Florence 
May and Mnry J. Trumbull, survive him.
